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GRAINS  AND  OTHER  FIELD  CROPS 

Polish  grain  exports  fall  below  quotas 

Exports  of  grains  from  Poland  during  August  and  September  1937 
were  practically  negligible,  with  the  exception  of  small  shipments  of 
barley,  it  was  pointed  out  in  a  recent  report  from  the  United  States 
consul  at  Warsaw.     In  July,  quotas  were  fixed  covering  exports  during 
August  and  September  of  rye,  wheat,  and  oats,  with  the  understanding 
that  similar  quotas  would  be  fixed  later  for  October  and  the  succeeding 
months  of  the  marketing  season.     As  a  result,  however,  of  the  poor  grain 
crops  harvested  this  year,  domestic  prices  increased  above  world  prices, 
exports  were  only  a  fraction  of  the  quotas  established,  and  no  further 
exportation  appears  likely.     Consequently,  quotas  have  not  been  estab- 
lished for  other  months,  and  no  export  permits  are  to  be  granted  cover- 
ing sales  transactions  concluded  since  October  1,  1937.

The  Government  of  Ecuador  under  date  of  October  8,  1937,  author- 
ized the  importation  of  294,000  bushels    of  wheat,  which,  according  to 
a  recent  report  from  the  United  States  consul  at  Quito,  is  to  be  en- 
tered free  of  the  5-percent  tax  that  replaced  the  former  sales  tax  and 
of  the  customs  duties  and  is  to  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  one-half 
the  consular  invoice  fees.     There  has  been  a  shortage  of  wheat  this 
season,  resulting  from  drought  conditions,  but  it  was  offset  to  some 
extent  by  the  importation  of  flour  duty  free.     This,  however,  did  not 
relieve  the  milling  industry  of  the  country,  which  has  been  hampered 
by  lack  of  grain  supplies,  and  it  involved  an  additional  expenditure 
in  foreign  currency  for  the  manufacturing  process.     The  importation  of 
wheat,   it  is  pointed  out,  will  be  a  more  economical  measure,  will  in- 
crease employment  in  the  milling  industry,  and  by  the  admixture  of 
foreign  with  domestic  wheat  will  improve  the  standard  of  domestic  flour. 
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Alfalfa  seed  in  the  Argentine 

Unofficial  estimates  place  the  Argentine  crop  of  alfalfa  seed 
harvested  in  the  spring  of  1937  at  about  9,500  short  tons,  Agricul- 
tural Attache  ?.  0.  Nyhus  reports  from  Buenos  Aires.     This  compares 
with  a  harvest  of  12,000  tons  in  1936.     Prices  have  been  relatively 
high,  and  shipments  from  April  1  to  October  1,  1937,  have  totaled 
only  about  115  tons  as  against  593  tons  and  437  tons,  respectively, 
in  the  corresponding  periods  of  1935  and  1935.     It  was  estimated  that 
fully  1,100  tens  were  available  for  export  on  October  15,  about  half 
of  which  net  United  States  requirements  as  to  grade  and  quality.  Hew 
regulations  regarding  the  staining  of  alfalfa,  seed  will  go  into  ef- 
fect in  March  1938.     Seed  grown  in  the  northern  part  of  the  country 
is  to  he  stained  red;  seed  from  the  central  part,  green;  and  that  from 
the  south,  violet.    Regulations  of  the  United  States  require  that  im- 
ports of  Argentine  alfalfa  seed  be  stained  orange-red. 

Llanchurian  crop  .product ion _aq.ua]  to.. last  year. 

Based  on  condition  of  September  1,  production  of  most  major  crops 
in  Manchuria  is  expected  to  equal  last  year's  harvest,  according  to  the 
second  official  estimates  received  from  the  Shanghai  Office  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics,  quoting  American  Consul  Lamont  of  Harbin.  The 
first  estimate  for  1937  production,  based  on  July  1  condition,  placed  the 
harvest  of  most  crops  this  season  about  10  percent  above  last  year.  Un- 
favorable weather,  mainly  excessive  rainfall,  has  resulted  in  a  downward 
revision  of  practically  all  crops.     The  crops  of  soybeans,  corn,  and  millet 
are  now  estimated  to  be  about  the  same  size  as  the  production  last  year, 
while  wheat  and  total  rice  crops  are  estimated  at  about  10  percent  above 
last  year's  production.

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EPUTTS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 
Brazil  applies  quarantine  to  citrus  fruit 


The  Brazilian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  published  an  executive  order 
in  the  "Diario  Official"  of  September  29,  1937,  stating  that  the  citrus 
areas  of  Brazil  had  been  placed  under  quarantine  and  that  certain  precau- 
tions would  he  required  in  order  to  combat  insect  pests.     If  this  regula- 
tion is  strictly  enforced,  it  should  result  in  an  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  fru.it  exported  and  an  increase  in  the  yield  of  salable  fruit. 

Exports  of  early  grapefruit  from  Isle  of  Pines  show  decline 


Exports  of  early  grapefruit  from  the  Isle  of  pines,   Cuba,  during 
the  3-month  period  July  through  September  totaled  144,552  boxes  compared 
with  199,000  boxes  in  the  same  months  of  1936  and  110,000  boxes  in  1935, 
according  to  a  report  from  Consul  Harold  S.  Tewell  at  Habana.     In  addi- 
tion to  the  exports,  abcafc  50,000  boxes  were  consumed  in  Cuba  and  another 
30,000  remain  unsold.     The  latter  will  probably  be  sold  in  Cuba  during 
the  winter.  Bry  weather  reduced  the  crop  this  season,  but  late  rains 
caused  the  fruit  on  the  trees  to  size  larger  than  usual  and  as  a  result 
there  were  fewer  small  sizes  for  export  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

Germany  consuming  more  canned  fruits  and  vegetables 

The  consumption  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  in  Germany  increase 
about  70  percent  between  1931-32  and  1936-37,  as  reported  by  Consul  ¥.  M. 
Chase  at  Hamburg.    Most  of  the  increase  in  consumption  is  accounted  for 
by  the  large  increase  in  the  domestic  production  of  canned  products.  Im- 
ports have  trended  downward  during  these  years  and  have  comprised  from 
5.6  to  11.1  percent  of  the  domestic  production.     The  consumption  of 
German  canned  vegetables  in  1936-37  was  estimated  to  be  131,000  short 
tons  and  the  consumption  of  locally  produced  canned  fruit  at  44,000  tons, 
making  a.  total  of  175,000  tons.     Imports  of  foreign  canned  fruits  and 
vegetables  in  193  6  amounted  to  only  9,829  tons. 

Mexican  West  Coast  plantings  of  winter  vegetables  increase 

Although  no  definite  information  is  yet  available  on  plantings, 
reports  indicate  that  the  area  devoted  to  winter  vegetables  in  the 
Mexican  St&tes  of  Sonora  and  Sinoloa  will  be  somewhat  larger  than  last 
season,  states  a  report  from  Vice  Consul  Thomas  M. .  Powell  at  Noga'les. 
Excessive  heat  in  the  State  of  Sinoloa  in  September . and  early  October 
delayed  plantings  until  the  end  of  October,  but  planting  was  well  under 
way  in  southern  Sonora  by  the  middle  of  September.     Climatic  conditions 
so  far  have  been  good.
